"BY THE SKIN OF THEIR TEETH." 

The suit of the Wutor Commissiunci' 
VB. Monk, brought in tho Couutv 
Court, has resulted in a jutlgmeut for 
the defendant on a mere legal tecbui- 
oality. Oouneel for the defeudaiit 
disputed none of the allegations of tbo 
plaintiff; did not attempt palliate tho 
ofience of the Mayor and Council in 
ginntiug an omployo of the Mayor 
a mouopoly to supply James Bay with 
water without tenders being asked 
from others. Tbo defence, in fact, 
acknowledged tho truth of the charge 
and throw Ihomselvos upon a mere 
quibble, a quirk, a wrinkle, a kmk of 
tho law, which tho Supreme Court 
-will doubtless bo culled ou to smooth 
away aud striiighteu out. Tho judg- 
meut will bo fouud ou tho Third Pago . 
It will bo useful for tho R!dcijayer.-3 to 
consider for ii luoiuent tho circum- 
stances that led to tho action. Ou 
tho night of the li)lh Soptoml>or last 
the Mayor, who was evidently labor- 
ing under stroug "excitement" of 
some kind, informed the Council thai 
the City was bankrupt; that Si, GUI) 
nas falling due which there was 
nothing to pay with ; aud that tho cre- 
dit of the City at the Bank was "at 
an end." Immediately after this "o.\:- 
cited" statement was made the Coun- 
cil went into what they pleasantly 
term a Committee of the (W)hole. 
"While in that Committee, after voting 
away sums of money to pay bills pre- 
eented by Councillors for services il- 
legally performed, the Council pro- 
ceeded to give Mr. John C. Monk— • 
an omployo of the Mayor— the right 
to lay pipes from Government Build- 
ings' Square for tbo supply of James 
Bay with water. Wo think we can see 
through tho "e.x:ciled" expressions of 
tho Mayor. The people of Jaujos 13ay 
wanted water; and tho remark as to 
the bankruptcy of tho City may bnve 
been intended to prevent the Council 
undertaking the extension of tbo pipes 
as a Civic work, while his Worship's 
employe stood ready to take tho coii- 
tract as a private speculation . Xuw, 
the Waterworks Act distinctly .says that 
no contract shall be given out oxoe])t 
by the Water Comuiissionf r. subject 
to tire approval of tho Mayor and 
Council; and clause 10 of tbo same 
Act reads as follows: 

IG. If any person or jjersous sh.ill lav, 
or cause to bt; laid, any pipe ur main to 
communicate with any ]>!}»• ni main ni the 
eaid water works, or in nny way olitaiii or 
tide any water thereof witlioiit thu I'ou 
Bent of the Commissioner, ho orlhoy shall 
forfiit unil pay to tho Commissioner, tor 
vator workn puriioses, the sum of four 
iniudrod dollars, and alsD a further sum 
of live dollars for each day .such pipe or 
icain shall so remain, which said sum, to- 
gelLor with costs of suit in that ludialf, 
may be recovered by civil action in any 
Coart of laiv ia tlie I'rovincc (jf liriiish 
Columbia having civil jiiri.-=diutiim to that 
nuioiiut. 

It is clear from this clause that tho 
Act has been violated. Indeed, the 
County Judge, in adjudging that each 
party shall pay his own costs, said as 
much. The technicality upon uhicli 
tho case was overthrown is tho alleged 
impossibility of an agent to su(' except 
in tho name and with tho consent of 
the ])iin(:i|>al. But is the Commiss- 
ioner tho agent of the Corporation? 
True, ho is an appointee of tho (di - 
poration; but ho is appointed, not l,y 
virtue of tho Act of Incorpijratinn, bid 
under tho authority of a sijccia! Act in 
whicli liis (lulic s aie idcai ly ^ct forth. 
Tho (^enoial purview ami cii.U )dy ot Ih'' 
water works property is given liiiu, .sub- 
ject to the approval of tho Corporation; 
and to him alone is entrusted the duly of 
milking contracts, subject again to tho 
approval of the 3Iiiyor and Coniedl \uw, 
it will bo imdersKji'-ii lint tli- .M.iy.u- and 
Council arroHiitoil to llienis.'lvr.s i he liedit 
to award a com raci to .Mr. ,'\loiik, ami 
they did it.

The Case Appealed. 

At the Counfcj Court yesterday the hox\. 
A. F. Pemberton delivered the following 
judgment in the case of 

J. D. Robinson rx. Jahn ('. Monk — Tho 
plaintitV ill tliis uans i (Mill J forwanl, iip- 
piiroiitly, us 11 luiljlio oIliivT, to viiulioiito 
the rights of an ii|iiK)iiitiiii>iit which he 
holilu uiuler a local unliiuuicc; nud, tho 
facts of the case being udmitted, the only 
question to bo decided is whether ho can 
or cannot sue in hia own nnme. In deal- 
ing with this question it will bo neeeH.snry 
to review tho luithDritics Tuiddr wiiion tho 
Corporatiou of tho (Jity of Yictorin has 
been incorporated. The principal of tbeue 
are Nos, 57, 1865; 38, 1867; 20, 1873; 1, 
1876. 

An ordinance for the formation and re- 
gulation of Municipalities in B. C. (2'.2d 
March, ISCf).) 

See. 1. — Ou petition from the residents 
of any town [)niyai;,' I'nr nnuiicipal iusti- 
tutious, tho (jovernor luay grant tho 
saiuo. 

Seo. 2. — The Govern ur may confer such 
corporate powers, with or without tho 
right of suing and being sued in a corpo- 
rate name or in the name of an ollicor, 
and with a conunoii .s -al. 

Short title "iiorough Ordinance, 18GD." 

An Ordinance to incorporata tlio Citv 
of Victoria, ('id April, 18G7.) 

Under this Ordinance it. is enacted that 
the iababitiuts shall be incorporated un- 
der the style and title of "Corpoiatioa of 
the C.ty of Victoria," and ni;iy sue and 
bo sued by that corp.riti' name. (Sec. 1.) 

Tho City oi Victoria sliall liavu a Ciir 
porate seal, and tlie .Municipal Council 
shall eater into all coiuia.-ts uiuler the 
same bouI, wLiich shall bo alli.\.ed cu nil 
contracts by virtue of an or.ior of the 
Municipal Council. (Sec. 50.) 

Qiiubtioiis are to be decid.ni by a ma- 
jority oi tlie nieiul^eis of llie Municipal 
Council, und tlio .Major or ch drmau sha.l 
have a castiiij,' vole. (tioc. 28.) 

An Act for the supply of wuter to the 
City of Victoria. 

The preamble says t'jat the Corpora- 
tion of Victoria shall have "power to cjd- 
Btruct, have, ami manage, as to them may 
BOL'iu meet, rei iiiin w.iifr works ou behalf 
of tho City of Vn:t .ri i." 

Therefore, by seLluui 2, it is enacted 
that "Tho Corpor.un u <d' ihe City of Vic- 
toria" by and turougli the ugoucy of a 
Oommis-siouer and his successors, may 
and shall have powei to deuii^n, construct 
build, purchase, improvo, bold and Ken- 
(•rally maintain, mauago, and conduct 
•water work.s. 

The Coiuniissioiii'r is to be appointed 
by the Municipal Council of Vicioi ia, who 
havo power to reuiovu hitu; and he is, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Mayor and 
Council, empowered to do all acts nect s- 
Biiry to construct the requisite waterworks 
b^' means contcmptated by the Act. (800. 

Properly m tlie wat 'r work.s is vested 
in tho Uorpo.-iition ; and the Commission- 
or, Hubjiict to tiio approval of tha Corpo- 
ration, may maintain the water works. 
(Hoc. 7.) 

Certain jienalties, if rei-overod, are U> 
bo a|)plieil by llu- (' )iniiii^sii;iier to water 
works pur[)oses. (Sec. H.) 

The Commissioner shall account to tlie 
Corporation. (Sec. 10.) 

Tue Commissioner iiiiall record on books 
the whole of his olMcid iiroc.odiiigs lor 
the inspection of tlie (.'oi noration. (Sec. 
11.) 

The Cotninis.sioner shall regulate tho 
distribuliim of water ai'd pric .b charged, 
Hiilijeet to the approval of the Corpora- 
tion, who may cL'augo all at their diuore- 
tiou. (Sou. 12.) 

Subject to Ihe approval of the Corjiora- 
tion tho CommiHsioiier m iv li.': ratcH. (See. 
1;!.) 

Water rents and lati s wlutn collected 
shall bo paid ovor monthly by tho Com- 
missioner to tho Treasurer of the City of 
Victoria, to credit of tho water works 
(Soc. I'l.) 

In casu of default I 1 'li.'nl of iiints 
or rates tho Curi)iii-,il i.jn m iy t nfurco pay- 
ment by shuttinf^ oil' lli.i water, or by siut 
at law, o[ l)oth. (See. 1 1 ) 

Persona euijjloyod iiiidor the Commi.s- 
sionor shall hold their oiUces at the ploa- 
euro of tiio (jorporation; and shall give 
Beenrity u ilh the eons, '/it of the Corpora- 
tion. (See, I,",. J 

Section 111 in.po.seH 11 p, nalty of ,:M!lf) on 
any 1 oisoii wlm sliall l iy or cause to lio 
laid any pi]i(>, or in any' way uldaiii tlio 
use of tho water works, without tho coii- 
Bont of the Commissioner. The claui.o is 
dofective: it impoaea two penalties and 
givos power U) recover one ("which said 
Bum") but does not aay which of tho 
two. 

Beotion 18, also, ia defective: it does 
not give the Juaiioe of the Poaco referred 



to power to iiiforco tho constitutional by- 
law, when made. And ponal statutes 
must bo construed strictly. 

Tho power I allude to is snoli as that 
contained in Sections 17 and 2i: ("And 
every such person shall, on conviction 
before any of Ilor Mixjesty's Justices of 
tho I'eaco, forfeit and pay for each of- 
fouso," etc.,) or bo iinpnsniied, (Section 
21.) Ordiunncos made by Cor|ji)ratiou to 
bo observed ou pain of imprisonuiout. aro 
contrary to Magna Cliarla. 2 Just., <il . 51. 
(Tomlius Law Diet.) 

Under the 25th Section tho Oommia- 
sioner's management of all things con- 
cerning tho Water Works is subject to 
tho approval of tho ^Iiinicipal Council, 
and in the name of the Coi-poralioii of th'i 
City of Victoria ho shall prosociito or de- 
fend any action at law or in equity. 

A servant or agent cannot sue upon a 
contract entered into by him as such. 
Thus tho mere treasurer of Cnnunission- 
ers contracting for llioai; (I'iggott rs. 
Thompson) or tho Mayorof a Corporation 
contracting for the corporate body ( Brown 
PS. Morris.) Kussoll on Factors lilO, 
Chitty on Contracts p. 'ill. 

In acts done by Corpurntioiis the con- 
sent of tho major part shall be binding. 
33 H. 8; 0. 27. ( Tomlina Law Diet. ) 

In the Municipal Amendment Act, 
1876, there is no nientiijn made of tlie 
Oommissiomn'; but by Sei'iion IS "U 
shall bo lawuil for the .Municipal Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of 'N'ictoria, out of 
tho Muoicipal revenue, from whatever 
Bource arising, to expend so umch of tin' 
same as they may think fit, for tho piu- 
l)oso of further carrying out tho provis 
ions of the Corporatiou of \'ict(u-ia ' ' Water 
Works Act, lS7;i," 

An aggregate Corporation, bein;< a mere 
artificial body, cannot act, except through 
the instrunientiility of an agent or attor- 
ney, either specially pointed out by tho 
Act of Incorporation, or specially author- 
ized by tho Corporation to act in its be- 
half. .'Vnd therefore, such a Corporation 
cannot levy a lino, or nckiiowlege a di'ed, 
or appear in a suit, except by an attorney 
or agent. (Co. Litt. Gli, 5.) fstnry p. 15 ') 

Whonover any act of agency is required 
to be done in the name of the principal 
under seal, the authority to do the act 
must bo conferred by an instrument un- 
der seal. (Co. Lett. Lett. IS (1. (Storv p. 
•12.) 

Unless tho contrary manifeslly ajipears, 
tho authority of an agoiit is always con- 
strued to lucludo all tho neces.sary and 
usual means of execnting it with ollect. 
(Chitty on Com. and Manuf. 200.) Story 
p. 

It has boGii said to be an ancient rule 
of law, that wIkmi anyone h is authority, 
as attorney, to do any act, he ought to do 
it in his name who gives tho authority; 
for ho appoints tlio attorney to be in hi-> 
place, ami to represent his ))orson; and 
therefore the attorney cannot do it in his 
own name, nor as his projier act; but in 
tho iiaiiie and as the act of him who gives 
tho aiUhoritv. (Palev ou agency, bv 
Lloyd, 1>SU.) "story p. 118. 

Upon the whole, 1 uni of opinion t'lat 
the action of the pluinlid', brought in his 
own name, and without the approval of 
the Municipal Gonncil, whose agent 1 
consider him to bo, cannot bo sustained. 
Tho power to inaint.iin discipline amiingst 
their otlicer.s, of whom tho Couinii-sioiier 
is ouo, is incident to the position which 
tho Mayor and Council occupy as rulers 
bv the common consent nf tbe aititeus of 
Victoria. 

Wiiether the Mayor and Council havo 
done right in this matter is not for mo to 
say; that is a ([uostion for the Supreme 
Court to decide, 'llierei.s noi liing. Imw - 
ever, in the evidence addncod, nor ii. tlii- 
conduct of tlio plaiUtilV, to lo.id one to 
suppose that he has been acluaied by im- 
proper motives in bringing tliis suit On 
the conlr iry, from the observations of Mr 
Drake, who displayed great ability in ar- 
giUDg tliis ci'so, I fe. 1 satisfied that the 
idaintill'considercd ho w.is <iis: h.ir^:ing a 
public duty in acting as ho had done. 

With great respect for the opinion of 
Mr. ,Ju-tico Gray, who reversed a former 
decision of mine respecting cost-, I think 
the present case one in which I ought to 
exercise tho discretion as to cnsts wbicii 1 
believe f by law possess. .Vnd 1 sli.iuld 
be glad that the ij iie^t ion •would be set al 
rest by a decision of tho full b;.-ucli in tho 
Snprorae Court. 

My judgment is is favor of the defend- 
ant; each party to pay his own costs, 

Mr. Drake, counsel for the plaintiff, 
gave notice of appeal.

DELAYED DISPATCHES, 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, Nov. 12.— Tne 'Herald' 
baa tbo foUowiuf; iutorviow with Presi- 
dent Grant, ut Waisbington.laat uiprht: 
Upon being asked what his solution 
wa3 of tbe present situatioa, be said: 
"Tboy depend upon a fair count. The 
cliurgo of corrupiiou nud fraud made 
against tlio Republican party by their 
political opponents was then spoken 
of. He said that tho Deniociats of tho 
South may instigate all aorta of atroci- 
ties, and be parties to thorn to tbe ex- 
tent of euiumlttiug murder, and noth 
ing much is said or thought about it, 
but when fairness in elections, accord 
iug to tho lawful plan iBiusialod upon, 
groat coiuplaiiil is made, and there is a 
charge of unfairuoss. Sending troops 
into the Southern States bad produced 
a good effect and had maintained tbe 
peace. Whou the present trouble and 
conditions of the public mind wo re- 
ferred to, be said that ho did not auti- 
cijjato any trouble if proper precau- 
tious wore taken in time. All that a 
rupture of the peace needed for its 
prevention was firmness, promptness 
and decision, as well as having force 
enough at coiiiinaiid to nip it in tho 
bud.'' Hero the i'refiidout reflocted a 
luoiUGul.and then reviewed an instance 
in our national history. In tbe case 
of Buchanan, in 1861, he said: if a 
temporizing vaccilating policy had 
not (loon followed thero would not 
have been civil war and its disasters. 
At tlio time, if bo had acted with docis- 
ion, ho might have stopped tbo whole 
thing with a brigade of troops; but be 
waited until tbe magnitude of tbe dis- 
turbance had got beyond bis control. 
Do you anlicipato trouble in the 
South, Air. President? I asked. Ob, 
no, ho answored, with a .smile, I havo 
inado a resolution never to anticipate 
trouble. J never look for it until it 
comes, but believe it best to be pre- 
pared for what may come, and have 
the means at hand for any omorgency.

RiciLMoND, W. Va, Nov. 9.— Tbe 
negroes to-uigbt are very disorderly. 
Large crowds gathered in tbe northern 
suburbs of tho city and marched in 
procession down i5io:id street, armed 
with clubH, ii;c. , throwing stones and 
breaking tho glass of store windows, 
along the routo. A detachment of 
police cbaiged the rioters and dis- 
persod tboni. Previous to this tbe 
mob went to tho residence of J. W. 
Diiii^Go, n colored preacher, who baa 
tiiatle liiuisell quite prominent as a 
Democratic canvasser, and stoned the 
houso, breaking wiadovva, &c. Subse- 
quently a party of whites went to a 
negro house in Broad street atd 
serveri it in the same manner. All 
quiet now. 

Cuic.\oi), Nov. 9. — Xi) Inter Ocenn 
Washington dispatch deaoiibes a 
scene of most wonderful excitement. 
For 48 hours no basiness has been done 
but siiuuta have filled the air, ^nd the 
jiolico have with diflSoulty prevented 
riots. 

The "Times" editorially saya : In tho 
very small majority by which Tilden 
will be called to the executive office, 
iu the very small majuiity of bia 
avowed .sapportera iu the represeuta. 
tive aaS' lubly, conjoined to the small 
opijosuiuii luajoniy in tbe other legis 
liuivc .•iiicli, tilt; country will have 
tbe be.sl pus3ible guarautoe of a better 
I>olitical administration. Elected by a 
majoritj of only eleven votes, and if 
tho infamous prograiumo should be 
attempted in Louisiana and Florida, 
by perhaps 110 luoro tlmn three votoa, 
the ndiniuistralioii of Tiklcii will be 
compelled from the outset to stand on 
its good behaviour, and tbe least 
manifestation of a reactionary ten- 
dency or syiiiploin of a return to 
I.^oiirbuuisni will bo the signal for the 
withdrawal of public conlidoiico, which 
would swiftly [irempilato itn downfall. 
Tho "Times" cougratulatea tbe coun- 
try on a nearly equally divided bouse, 
which guarantees good behaviour on 
tlie p.'irt of congress. Editorially it 
Iocs not consider Hayes' election in 
any degree jirobalilo, hardly possible, 
and lueutioiiK llio fact that be contests 
the matter yet merely in an incidental 
way.

Cheyenne, Nov. 'J. — Latest returns 
give Corlett, Democratic delegate, 
1,000 majority. 

London, Nov. 8. — The 'Daily News' 
this morning, discussing the Presi- 
dential election in tbe United States, 
says tbe result cannot surpriao any 
attentive observer of American poli- 
tics. It cannot cause a rovorsal of liio 
iogislation of tiio years iiniuediatoly 
succeeding the war. It is a change 
rather of men than measures, 

The 'News' says it is no injury to 
American credit and regards Ihe pay- 
ment of tlio national debt in Kpecie as 
safe, whichever parly may be in jjowor. 
It bases its generally favorable aiilici- 
pationa, in a great measure, ou tho 
personal antecedents and moderation 
of Tilden who is likely to oxorciso a 
restraining influence u[)on tho ex 
tremo sections of the [iiu ty. It does 
not as yet, sea any indication that the 
election al't'c'cts tho ([iiostion of pro- 
tective legislation. 'i"ho 'News' also 
regards Tilden'a antecedents as f ur- 
ntsbing a good guarantee of tbe hon- 
esty and uioileraLion of bis adiniuiatra- 
tioii, and Hocurity against inflationism.

LOBD UAYOB'S DAY. 



Earl Beaoonsfleld at the Banqnet. 

London, Nov. 9.— Sir Thomas White 
was to-day instiillod as Lord Mayor of 
London, wiih the usual ceremonies. A 
grand banqiu't was given by the now Lord 
Ma3or lo-iiight at the Mansion House. 
Among the distinguished persona pioscnt 
was tho Earl of Beueonhliold. In response 
to a toast, "Her Majesty's Mmisteis " 
Lord BeacoDsHoId made i n elaborate 
speech, in wdiicli ho explune I riio efl'i>rl3 
the Govornuiei t had made for tho maiu- 
tenanco of peace during tlio past year. Ho 
said that in tboso oH'orts tho Goverumeiit 
had been guided by tho ptinciplo of main- 
tuning thu indeueudencu and territorial 
integrity of the of the Ottoman Empire, 
which were guaranteed by the Treaty of 
Paris. Ho uphold this principle as tho 
best adapted to secure the peace of the 
world. Ho emphatically repudiated tho 
doctrine that tho treaty of Paris ought to 
1)0 coiiMiderod obsolete. Ho recaoitulat- 
ed tho events of tho jjaat year and stated 
that the Oovernmeot bad refused ila as- 
s.ut to the Berlin memorandum, and also 
refused to give its sanction to the {Jropo- 
sals contained in Sumarkoirs letter, be- 
cause it felt that tho oceupatioii of Tnrk- 
territory would bo a violation of iho iiuist 
solemn treaties. The sending of u iit'et to 
Besika Bay insured tho tranquility of 
Constantinople and showed that tbe 
interests of England were not to be 
trifled with. He continued: "Tiy- 
ing as cents havo been during 
tho past year tbe indopendeuco aud 
integrity of Turkey have not been violat- 
ed aud the general peace has been upheld. 
So much for tho great purposes which tho 
Governraoiit proposed to fulfill. Another 
loading object of Government r'llicy lias 
been to securo such improvomeut iu tho 
condition of tho subjects of 'J urkey as 
would romovo all cause for disturbances, 
whether produced by absolute sufferings 
or partly fostered by selfish agitators." 
Reviowiug the Government's oH'orts in 
this direction Lord Beacooafleld spoko of 
his hopofuloess in the prvspecfs of peace, 
when Sorvia first showed signs of exhaus- 
tion and appealed to tho good ollioes of 
England to procure au armistice. Ho 
testified to tho cordiality and readiness 
with which Bussia acceded to tho propos 
al made by England on that occasion. 
The hopes then existing were, L iwevor, 
frustrated by an ontburst of feeliug iu 
England, which porsuadod not only tho 
Servians, but tho friends of tho Servians 
in otber countries, that England had sud 
denly do'ermined to abandon her tradi- 
tional policy with regard to the last pro- 
posal of an armistice. England had \>ro- 
posed u muntb BR tbe minimum of the 
armistice, and as Eussia had proposed 
three months tlio English (.ioverament 
CiUisiderod tiio Porto had oempletely and 
adequately mot the propo-al by granting 
five mimihs, and thon-foio withdrew from 
negotiation when fue I'oito's oll'er was re- 
fu.-ed, but was greatly gratified that an 
armietice bad at last been obtained. 
Ho considered the Bnasian ultimiii.um 
unnecessiry. Immediat-lv after the ar- 
mistice was agreo I to the Ivuilish Gov- 
ernment prop ised a Coaion nco. Ho 
thought this Con erenco should not mere 
ly con-ist id tho Embassa lur at Constan- 
t nople but ahuuld be paitiidpated in by 
ataie-men who \tonld lie likely to have 
broader and It-Hs lo.al views. Lord B a- 
oousneld cotit-liuied with the foiloviiug 
woiTs; ■'! think Iain correct iu Baying 
ihat all tho Powers havo now agrted to 
attend ihe Cooffreaoe. Tho Marquis of 
Sa isonry will doubtless do his best, for 
tiie permanent po ice of Europ-, whi h all 
thoSiatra aio agrO' d cnn by bo■^t sucuie.l 
by adhering to the exisiing truities. tie 
knows that the in leiieii.le.ieo and integri- 
ty of I iirkoy will vuni-h uuh's^ the peo- 
ple are placed under tbe Govorument 
which studieti their welfare. £ am hope- 
ful that in the pre-eni temper of Europe 
we shall ho able to a 'coino.ish these re- 
sul'Dwiihom tlieso terrililo appeals to 
war, 01 which we have had so much. We 
havo nothing to gain by a war. Wo covet 
no cities, no provinces. Our piDu.lest 
boast is that tho British eoipir..) sub.-'ists 
as ranch upon sympathy as force, but if 
a struggle should come it must ha ro- 
monibored that there is no country so well 
pr(>pareil for war as Engl.ind, becaus<> 
there aro none whoso resources uro so 
|ireat in a righteous cause, and 1 trust 
England will never embarK in war excoid 
iu such a case as coucet us her liberty. The 
ouipiro of England is not aoouatry which 
will have to eiKjuire whether she shall en- 
tor into a second or third campaign. If 
she ooiumeuccs she will not finish till the 
right thing is done." 



Qatling Guns in the English Navy 

[From tho Loiuluii Xcwt(.] 

The Gatling mitrailleuse, which, 
doapito its uiurdrous action, has never 
found much favor with the army, is, 
by direction of tbe Admirality, now 
being fitted in many of the vessels that 
are preparing for sea. Tlio Alexandra 
and ShiUinou are each of them to ro- 
celvo two of tliosG weapons on board, 
to bo especially emplojed against 
marksmen posted in tbo rigging, or 
hostile marines engaged in firing 
through the port-holes, or in repelling 
any atloinpt at boarding. Again, it i.s 
also intended to arm our gun-boats 
and sloops with tho hiuiio ilustnictivo 
ini[)leinents for coast and river lighting. 
Six iron gun-boats, which aro just 
now being built for service in the 
China rivers and upon tbe African 
coast, will bo so constrnetod as to curry 
two Galling guns aiiiidHliius, and they 
will bo mounted in such a niaiiiior that 
the weapons can bo taken ashore in au 
emergonoy. These machines, which 
consist simply of a bundle of rifle- 
barrels revolving round a centre, are 
capable of discharging several hundred 
bullets pur iniuulo, and need but two 
paira of bauds of hands to work them, 
Akbongh, possibly, hardly so cITective 
in action as a score of men would bo 
armed with breech-loadere, it ia be- 
liovod that if employed on gun-boat 
aeivico, wboro a crew of thirtv or 
forty men bavo aoinetiinoa to copo with 
hundreds of Chinese pirates, or to 



make up the river banks of which aro 
lined wirb hostile natives, these Gat- 
lings will bn of considerable service. 
The heavy gun, or guns, with which 
our little craft aro armed, are not 
always to be used with advantage, and 
tbo crew ia so limited at times as to 
be quite unable to reply with effect 
with their small arms. In effecting a 
landing theGatlinga will be employ- 
ed in "searching" any bush or jungle 
that may be near, and thus prepaiing 
a safe footing for tbe marines or blno 
jackets intrusted with an attack upon 
a village or stockade, or they may be 
landed and used with troops on shore 
in tbo form of li-ht artillery, their 
lightness and mobility rendering them 
peculiarly adapted to such work. At 
the present moment, it seems, thero 
are upward of a score of these gun- 
boats in course of construction for 
colonial and foreign service, and it is nat- 
urally tho desire of the Admiralty to omit 
nothing in their equipment to render the 
little craft as formidable as possible.
